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Water for Jerusalem

Jerusalem, holy city sacred to Jews, Christians, and Moslems 
alike, has been the focus of world attention for centuries. Lo- 
cated on the ridge of the Judean mountains which lie between 
the coastal regions and the Jordan Valley, ancient Jerusalem 
controlled a strategic north-south route at the junction of the 
only through east-west route for many miles, and thus was 
under constant threat of siege. But just as great as the threat 
from without was the constant threat from within, the threat of a 
population strangled by the lack of water, Jerusalem's most 
precious commodity. History was quick to prove that without 
free access to sufficient water, Jerusalem's defense was 
hopeless. 


According to archaeologists, the city 
was founded in the third millenium 
B.C.E. on the eastern slope of the Ophel 
hill at Gihon, the only spring on the 
eastern edge of the ridge being the de- 
cisive factor in selecting the location. 
The spring supplied Canaanite 


Jerusalem with 7,000 to 40,000 cu. ft. of 
water dally during periods of 30-40 min- 
ute Intervals with Interruptions of four 
to ten hours. To protect this source in 
the event of siege, the ''Jebusites" (as 
the Bible names the early Semitic in- 
habitants) dug an angular tunnel at 
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W HOSOEVER getteth up the zinnor (the water shaft) 
and smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame and the 
blind, that are hated of David's soul, he shall be chief and 
captain.

which end was sunk a shaft to the 
spring. Here in war they could draw 
water unseen by the enemy. 

When David (1000-%1 B.C.E.) and his 
warriors approached Jerusalem, they 
did not attack the walls; rather David 
said to his men, ''Whosoever getteth up 
the zinnor [the water shaft] and smiteth 
the jebusites, and the lame and the 
blind, that are hated of David's soul, he 
shall be chief and captain." (2 Samuel 
5:8) David's nephew, joeb, took the 
challenge and David secured the city for 
the Israelites. During King David's 
reign, several open air canals were built 
to carry the excess waters of the Cihon 
spring southward for irrigation. 

During the reign of King Hezekiah 
(715-687 B.C.E.) the Assyrians threat-

ened the city. "And when Hezekiah saw 
that Sennacherib had come and in- 
tended to fight against Jerusalem, he 
planned with his officers and his mighty 
men to stop the waters of the springs 
that were outside the city, and they 
helped him. A great many were 
gathered and they stopped all the 
springs and the brook that flowed 
through the land, saying, 'Why should 
the kings of Assyria come and find such 
water?' "(2 Chronicles 32:2) Hezekiah 
initiated an extraordinary engineering

feat for the time — the cave of the Gihon 
spring was sealed and a tunnel was 
built, measuring 1,765 ft., which passed 
under the hill of the City of David to 
carry the waters of the Gihon to the 
Siloam Pool. 

In addition to the waters of the Gihon, 
many cisterns and pools were dug in 
ancient times to hold accumulated 
rainwater. Today the major pools In the 
area of Jerusalem are the Siloam Pool, 
the Pool of Towers (Hezekiah's Pool), 
the Snake Pool, and the Mamilla; three 
of the ancient pools no longer open are 
the Upper Pool, the Pool of Israel, and 
the Sheep Pool (Bethesda Pool). 

By the end of the Second Temple 
Period (around 70 C.E.), collected 
waters could no longer accommodate 


the city's growth, particularly during 
religious celebrations when thousands 
flocked to the Holy City. The original 
Spring of Gihon, whose water flowed 
into the Siloam Pool, was long since 
blocked, its location unknown. And so 
Pontius Pilate built an aqueduct from 
the spring of the Arrub River near Heb- 
ron to Jerusalem. In order not to hinder 
the smooth water flow, the open 
channel passed through four tunnels 
and wound along 42 miles, though the 
direct distance was but 13 miles. When 
Titus conquered Jerusalem in 70 C.E., 
Josephus Flavius wrote, "...water in the 
cisterns was sufficient to carry the city 
through the summer...." Around 200 
C.E. Septimus Severus built a second 
and higher aqueduct from Solomon's 


T his same Hezekiah closed the upper outlet of the 
waters of Gihon and directed them down to the west 
side of the city of David. And Hezekiah prospered in all his 
works.

Eventually as the centuries passed, 
even the Siloam Pool became neglected 
and the tunnel partially blocked. Then 
in the 14th century the waters of Cihon 
broke out to the Kidron Valley and the 
original spring was rediscovered. 
Throughout the Ottoman rule, 1517- 
1917 C.E., the Glhon waters were drawn 
and sold in the streets of Jerusalem. 
During Suleiman the Magnificent's 
reign (1520-1566 C.E.) ioursabils (public 
fountains) were built in the city and a 
fifth at the foot of Mount Zion, the most 
beautiful being the one on the Temple 
Mount. Suleiman also repaired and 
widened the conduits bringing water 
from Bethlehem. In 1536 the Sultan's 
Pool was constructed on the founda- 
tions of an ancient pool, the water 
coming from a dam in the Hinnon Val- 
ley. 

Jerusalem remained largely depen- 
dent on the vagaries of the rainfall, the 
number of the city's cisterns rapidly 
growing from 950 in the Old City during 
the mid-19th century to 6600 in the 
greater area by the end of the Ottoman 
period with a total capacity of over 
17,000,000 cu. ft. As long as the water 
remained unpolluted (seeing how 
Jerusalem had no sewage system) it was 
safe to drink. 

But polluted rainwater did cause a se- 
vere plague in 1864. Local sources were 
still not sufficient to meet the city's 
needs, particularly during the years of 
drought, and the city administration 
attempted to repair the ancient con- 
duits into Jerusalem. Most attempts 
were unsuccessful, though the clay pipe 
was rebuilt as far as Bethlehem, and 
from it a narrow iron pipe conducted a 
limited 180 cu. m. daily to the city. But 
the situation was critical by the end of 
the Ottoman rule, with water being 
brought in by train or by animal in filthy 
animal skin bags. 

The city the British conquered in 1917 
consisted of the walled-in Old City and a 
conglomerate of districts like the Ger- 
man or Templar colony, each with its 
own character and often language.

tins of water. The card is not 

signed; n* name and no number are 
filled In. it is not known if the ration 
cards were issued or just prepared for 
an emergency. 

In 1921 Solomon's Pool was reno- 
vated, and rainwaters from the south of 
the Pool and from the area of Al-Khadr 
were accumulated in the Pool and 
pumped from there to the iron pipeline 
from Hebron. Water from the Waadi 
Qilut, north of Jerusalem, was brought 
into the city in 1924. However, the 
growing population of western 
Jerusalem increased the demand, and 
about 1500 cu. m. of water were brought 
in daily by railroad. In 1934 the pipeline 


from Rosh ha'Ayin In the south was 
completed, and the basic water prob- 
lem of Jerusalem was finally solved. 

In 1934 Jerusalem was divided into 12 
districts, each electing a city counsel- 
lor. While the Jews made up over 70% of 
the taxpayers, six of the counsellors 
were Jews and six were Arabs. On the 
grounds of precedent the British always 
appointed a Muslim mayor with one 
Jewish and one Christian deputy. Ten- 
sions between the Jewish and Arab resi- 
dents of Jerusalem grew with each pass- 
ing year, followed by more and more 
outbreaks of violence, usually by Arabs 
against Jews. The British were unable to 
control the situation any longer, and a 
Royal Commission advised the partition 
of Palestine into two separate states — 
Arab and Jewish, with Jerusalem under a 
separate mandate. No such proposal 
was adopted, however, until the action 
taken by the United Nations In 
November, 1947. By now tensions 
found Jerusalem in a near state of anar-

chy with the Jewish section under vir- 
tual siege by the Arabs, the most serious 
threat coming on December 15, 1947, 
when the Arabs blew up the Rosh ha 
'Ayin pipeline. 

Realizing the intention of the Arabs to 
strangle the Jews in Jerusalem, the 
Jewish Agency made Dov Joseph, a 
lawyer from Canada, head of the Com- 
mittee of the National Institutions for 
Matters Pertaining to Jerusalem, In 
short known as the Jerusalem Emer- 
gency Committee (JEC). Much of the 
water supply, including the Pool of 
Siloam, were in Arab hands. However, 
following wise advice the Water De- 
partment had carefully filled and sealed 
the cisterns of Jewish homes, and it was 
this water which would enable the Jews 
to continue their resistance. The JEC 
issued water rationing cards (fig. 2) 
printed in Hebrew on heavy paper, 130 x

210 mm. Headed by the JEC's full name 
and titled Water Distribution Card, each 
card bears a number, a space for the 
family name, the first name, and the 
number of family members. Below are 
30 rations, each numbered and having 
the full name of the issuing committee. 
The card Illustrated in Figure 2 is for a 
family of three, as shown in the upper 
left square, and 13 of the rations have 
been cancelled. While living in Tel-Aviv, 
this author learned that not only was the 
water rationed but also ''recycled." 
Drinking and cooking water was set 
aside first, then a smaller allotment for 
dishwashing; and a third, the smallest 
part, went for washing. The dirty water 
from dishwashing and washing the 
body was used for flushing the toilets. 
Taking a shower was impossible as the 
pipes were not flowing, and a bath 
highly impractical since the entire ration 
would not fill a tub. 

The British did little or nothing to 
Interfere with the fighting, and on May 
15, 1948, the last British personnel left 
the country. The State of Israel was de- 
clared, and the Jewry in Jerusalem es- 
tablished a Municipal Council which 
Immediately issued water ration cards 
(fig. 3). Printed In Hebrew and measur- 
ing 35 X 40 mm, these cards read: 
Municipality of Jerusalem/Department 
of Water Supply/good for forty tins/40. 
Each family received this ration card, the 
number of family members deciding the 
number of tins. It has to be assumed 
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that the ration was 10 tins weekly per 
person. A round rubberstamp by the 
Municipality and a cancelling rubber- 
stamp by the Water Department are on 
the obverse. 'One tin" was the stan- 
dard sized tin containing either olive oil 
or gas/benzine. 

In July 1948 the "Burma Road" cir- 
cumventing the Bab el Waad ravine was 
finally completed, with a pipeline laid 
next to the new road. Convoys bringing 
water, food and arms could safely reach 
Jerusalem again and the siege was over. 

The general cease-fire of 1948 left 
Jerusalem a city divided, with East 
Jerusalem and the Old City to the Arabs 
in Transjordian hands, West Jerusalem 
in Israeli hands, and a rapidly diminish- 
ing population on both sides. Occupied 
by the Arab Legion, East Jerusalem 
underwent the virtual destruction of the 
Jewish Quarter, including the des- 
ecration of the ancient cemetery on the 
slope of the Mount of Olives. Jerusalem 
became Jordan's "second capital," but 
its growth remained limited and its 
water supply very limited, being cut off 
from the Rosh ha'AyIn pipeline and 
forced to rely on more ancient sources. 


Meanwhile West Jerusalem found It- 
self a Jewish oasis surrounded by hostile 
Arab lands. But the Jewish city quickly 
recovered and prospered. Large 
pipelines were built to bring waters 
from the coastal plains, and an immense 
reservoir was built in the southwest of 
the city, assuring West Jerusalem a 
plentiful water supply. With the border 
between Israel and Jordan running 
through the middle of Jerusalem, the 
tension In the city remained high, with 
sporadic incidents of violence. Finally 
on June 22, 1967, following the Six-Day 
War, Jerusalem was reunited, and East 
Jerusalem was connected to the Israel 
water supply, ending its shortage. 

Today Jerusalem's future seems 
strongly assured and the chance of 
siege remote. Tourists and students can 
explore Hezekiah's Tunnel and linger at 
the ancient Pool of Siloam or the Gihon 
spring, envisioning the ancient 
triumphs or defeats whose realization 
depended on the control of water. But it 
is Jerusalem who controls her water 
today, using it to increase the arable 
lands surrounding her and bringing life 
to an ever expanding population.

The only military scrip issued by the state of Kansas was 
authorized by the legislature on February 27, 1867. It was to be 
used by the state to assume debts which had been created by 
two incidents: the Indian Expedition under General Curtis in 
July and August 1864, and the defense of the state during an 
attempted invasion by Confederate forces under General Price 
in October 1864. The state of Kansas assumed these debts in the 
expectation that it would be reimbursed by the federal govern- 
ment ... a hope that was to be only partially realized. 


Curtis' Indian Expedition 
General Samuel R. Curtis (1805-1866) 
was a West Point graduate and a veteran 
of the Mexican War. In 1856 he was 
elected to Congress from Iowa but re- 
signed his office to serve in the Union 
Army when the Civil War began. Presi- 
dent Lincoln made Curtis commander 
of the Union forces in the Department 
of Missouri and for his significant 
victory over the Confederates In the 
Battle of Pea Ridge in Arkansas (May 


1862) Curtis was promoted to Major 
General. In January 1864 Curtis was 
placed in charge of the newly organized 
Department of Kansas, which included 
the present states of Nebraska and 
Colorado. 

In the summer of 1864 an Indian war 
broke out along the Colorado-Kansas 
border. Both the Colorado and the 
Kansas militia were sent to western 
Kansas to fight the Arapahoe and the 
Cheyenne. The Kansas militia at Em- 
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Major General Samuel Curtis, Commander of 
the Department of Kansas in 1864. 


poria was assigned to General Curtis' 
command to help protect the trails and 
settlements from Indians in western 
Kansas. General Curtis was also au- 
thorized to raise a regiment of Hundred 
Days Men to meet the emergency. It 
was mustered In on July 28 and called 
the Seventeenth Kansas Infantry. 

General Curtis' campaign in western 
Kansas in July, August, and September 
1864 was designed primarily to intimi- 
date the Indians. He fought no major 
battles during this period but was able 
to reopen the Santa Fe mail route to 
traffic and establish two new military 
posts — Ft. Ellsworth and Ft. Zarah. In 
October the Indian Expedition was 
abandoned, and the federal troops and 
the Kansas militia were sent to eastern 
Kansas to defend the state from ap- 
proaching Confederate forces. 

The Colorado militia, however, con- 
tinued the war against the Indians. On 
November 29 the Third Colorado Regi- 
ment, commanded by Colonel Chiv- 
ington, attacked a group of friendly 
Cheyenne camped at Sand Creek and 
killed about 150, mostly women and 
children. The Sand Creek massacre 
ranks as one of the most infamous 
episodes in U.S. frontier history. 


The Price Raid 

The Confederate forces approaching 
Kansas in October 1864 were under the 
command of General Sterling Price 
(1809-1867). Price had been Governor of 
Missouri from 1853-1857 and was presi- 
dent of the state convention that op- 
posed secession. However, as head of 
the Missouri militia he resisted Union 
forces and in March 1862 sided with the 
Confederacy. 

Price and his men were driven out of 
Missouri by the Union army at the Battle 
of Pea Ridge. (General Van Dorn was the 
Confederate commander.) They par- 
ticipated In campaigns and battles in 
Tennessee, Mississippi, and Arkansas, 
but the Missourians always hoped and 
planned to return to fight on their own 
soil. 

In 1864 General Price pressed his 
superiors to allow him to take a Confed- 
erate army Into Missouri to attempt the 
capture of St. Louis and Jefferson City. 
Even if they didn't achieve their objec- 
tives, Price argued, their presence 
would force the Union to send rein- 
forcements west. This would help re- 
duce the pressure on the Confederate 
armies in the East.

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The idea was approved. In September 
General Price with three divisions under 
the commands of Generals Fagan, 
Marmaduke, and Shelby, marched to- 
ward St. Louis. The entire force con- 
sisted of about 12,000 men, two-thirds 
of them armed. On the way General 
Price decided to stop to capture Ft. 
Davidson. It was held by only 1,000 men 
under the command of General Ewing. 
Nevertheless, the small garrison held 
out for a day and then escaped secretly 
that night, a delay for the Confederates 
which allowed the Union time to rein- 
force St. Louis. 

Price, realizing that he was now out- 
numbered at St. Louis, turned toward 
Jefferson City. General Rosecrans, the 
Union commander, immediately sent 
reinforcements and thwarted Confed- 
erate plans again. General Price decided 
to march directly for Kansas City and 
attempt to capture that city before Cur- 
tis could organize its defense. 

On October 10 martial law was pro- 
claimed in Kansas. All available federal 
troops along with the Kansas militia 
were rushed to the eastern border. Just 
after Price's forces reached Kansas City, 
Union troops from St. Louis arrived. The 
Confederates were forced to fight on 
two fronts — Curtis to the west and 
Union troops under the command of 
General Pleasonton to the east. 

The ensuing Battle of Westport on 
October 23 was the largest Civil War 
engagement west of the Mississippi. 
Around 30,000 of the 40,000 troops 
present were engaged. The Kansans 
held their defensive positions when at- 
tacked, and General Pleasonton's force 
broke through in the east, compelling 
Price to retreat south. 

Union forces followed the Confeder- 
ate army as It moved along the Kansas- 
Missouri border, and two days later 
Price suffered a serious defeat at Mine 
Creek, just inside the Kansas border. 
This was the last Civil War battle fought 
on Kansas soil and marked the end of 
the Price Raid. The repulsed Confeder- 
ates returned to Arkansas, and the war 
soon ended.

Among the Union officers at the Bat- 
tle of Westport was a man who was to 
play a significant role in the history of 
the Kansas Union Military Scrip: Colo- 
nel Samuel J. Crawford. Crawford had 
come to Kansas Immediately after com- 
pleting law school In Indiana, set up his 
law practice in Carnet, and sub- 
sequently been elected to the state 
legislature. He served there only six 
weeks before the Civil War started, 
upon which he resigned to join the 
Union army. 

As a captain in the Second Kansas 
Volunteer Infantry, Crawford fought in 
the Battle of Wilson's Creek. He also 
served in the Second Kansas Cavalry, 
which toured the Southwest, and won 
distinction In the Battle of Old Fort 
Wayne. Colonel Crawford helped or- 
ganize the Second Kansas Colored In- 
fantry and served as its commander in 
several campaigns. 

In September 1864 Crawford, while 
still in uniform, was nominated by the 
Republican party as their candidate for 
governor. Although only 29, with little 
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political experience, he had earned a 
solid reputation as a war hero. Crawford 
accepted the nomination but post- 
poned his political campaigning until 
the threat from Price's approaching 
army had been eliminated. 

On October 8 Governor Carney of 
Kansas called out the state militia at the 
request of General Curtis to help de- 
fend the state. When Price did not ap- 
pear for several days, the Democratic 
press claimed that it was a false alarm 
and the militia should be released. 
When the Confederates did appear, 
Crawford fought at Westport and was 
commended for his role at Mine Creek, 
emerging as a hero from a battle the 
Democratic press said would never 
happen. This combination of cir- 
cumstances assured an easy victory for 
him, and in January 1865 Samuel Craw- 
ford, age 29, became the youngest gov- 
ernor In Kansas history. 

Price Raid Claims 

One of Crawford's first concerns as 
governor was to press state claims 
against the federal government. The 
militia called up for the Curtis Indian 
Expedition and to defend the state 
against the Price Raid had been ordered 
into service by the federal government. 
Because of that, the state felt the citi- 
zens of Kansas were entitled to com- 


pensation for the costs Incurred and the 
damages sustained. In February 1865 
the state legislature appointed a com- 
mission (Session Laws 1865, pg. 124) to 
study the claims arising out of the two 
incidents. Claims were divided into four 
categories: 1) services rendered; 2) 
materials, supplies, and transportation; 
3) damages; and 4) miscellaneous. Fol- 
lowing investigation, valid claimants 
were issued certificates for the total 
claim amounts. 

Crawford himself went to Wash- 
ington, D.C., in the spring of 1866 to 
help support the claims against the gov- 
ernment and seek reimbursement. A 
bill for such reimbursement passed the 
Senate but was held up in the House. 
Discouraged, Crawford returned home, 
but he sent State Adjutant General T.J. 
Anderson, who had also fought at 
Westport, back to Washington with 
documents and statements to support 
the state's claim. However, these ef- 
forts, too, failed, and the bill died in the 
House committee because Kansas had 
not first assumed responsibility for the 
debts as other states had done in similar 
situations. 

Validated claims totaled $492,644.83 
and in 1867 an act was passed by the 
Kansas legislature assuming the debts 
(up to $500,000) and authorizing the Is- 
suance of the Kansas Union Military

Scrip (Session Laws 1867, pg. 63). The 
scrip was to be dated June 1, 1867, and 
bear Interest at the rate of 7% from that 
date. It was to be payable on demand at 
the Office of the State Treasurer out of 
any monies received from the U.S. gov- 
ernment in settlement of the claims. 
Each scrip issued was to be filled out 
with the name of the claimant and the 
category to which the claim belonged. 

The 1867 law also created a Second 
Commission to reaudit the claims of the 
First. Some of the claims were rejected, 
and the total was reduced to $467,293.37 

The Legislature of 1869 established a 
Third Commission to audit the claims 
again and evaluate new claims which 
had been presented since the First 
Commission met. By 1870 the debt had 
reached $547,218.11. The state assumed 
the increase above $500,000 and again 
applied to the federal government for 
reimbursement. 

Congress appointed the Hardie 
Commission to study and audit the 
claims. The group met in Topeka and 
based on their report. Congress ap- 
propriated the sum of $336,817.37 for 
payment of the Price Raid claims. The 
Congress and the Hardie Commission 
had not accepted claims arising from: 1) 
the Curtis Indian Expedition; 2) dam- 
ages or property lost; and 3) any interest 
on the scrip. 

Monies were received in August 1872 
and disbursed by State Treasurer Hayes, 
but he claimed he could not tell which 


scrip presented to him belonged to the 
classes accepted by Congress and 
which didn't. Therefore, Hayes merely 
paid claimants the face amount of the 
scrip in the order of presentation to him 
and issued additional notes for any 
interest due. The manner In which 
Hayes handled this and other matters 
led to articles of impeachment being 
brought against him, but he resigned 
and the impeachment proceedings 
were dropped. 

Another Price Raid Commission re- 
ported In 1874 that there were still 
$378,794.48 in outstanding claims. Since 
only $5(X),000 In scrip was printed, pre- 
sumably the remainder were in the form 
of blank notes with the exact amounts 
filled in. Since no additional monies 
were appropriated by Congress, the 
remaining debt, including all interest, 
was never paid. 

After his two terms as governor, 
Crawford never again held an elective 
position. However, his involvement 
with the Price Raid claims did not end 
when he left office. From 1877 till 1891 
he served as the Claims Agent for the 
State of Kansas in Washington, D.C. He 
received no salary but was to be paid a 
commission on all the claims he could 
get through Congress. Although he 
continually pressed the Price Raid 
Claims, he was never able to obtain any 
additional reimbursement from the 
federal government. 
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Kansas Union Military Scrip 
The 1867 law which authorized the 
Kansas Union Military Scrip provided 
for denominations of 1 , 5, 10, 20, 50, 100 
and 1 ,000 dollars. The Continental Bank 
Note Company of New York manufac- 
tured the scrip with the exception of the 
$1000 notes which were never printed. 


The $1 denomination is known in plates 
A thru D and was probably printed four 
to a sheet. There are A and B plates for 
the $5, and each of the other sizes was 
apparently printed from a separate plate 
(although probably more than one to a 
sheet). In addition, blank certificates 
were printed locally which could be

filled in with the exact amount and were 
used for odd amounts or when the 
$500,000 in fixed denomination scrip 
was used up. 

The signatures of Governor Crawford 
and Kansas Secretary of State R.A. Baker 
were engraved on the notes. As the 
scrip was issued and registered, it was 


countersigned by the State Treasurer. 
The most common signature is that of 
Martin Anderson (Treasurer from Jan. 
1867 to Jan. 1869); less common are 
those of George Graham (Jan. 1869- Jan. 
1871) and Josiah Hayes (Jan. 1871 - Apr. 
1874). The best estimates of quantity 
printed are shown in Table 1.

There is no indication that the scrip 
ever circulated as money. Once issued, 
it was either held by the claimant till 
redeemed by the state or sold to 
speculators at a discount. 

The redeemed scrip was cancelled 
with small holes and pinned into book- 
lets. Some of the cancelled scrip, as well 
as many of the approximately 3600 
interest certificates, is now in the hands 
of collectors, but a large quantity has 
been turned over by the state to the 
Kansas State Historical Society in To- 
peka and is in storage there. 

A final study of the Price Raid Claims 
was undertaken in 1889. The Commis- 
sioner's report listed all the claims, paid 
and unpaid, and reviewed the legisla-

Type-List Definitlen: Theory and Application 


Norwegian Coinage: An Application 

The type-list definition can best be illustrated through an actual application. I have 
chosen to use Norway as an example for two reasons. (1) The generality of the 
definition was designed for application to foreign coinages. Norway's coinage is one 
with which I am familiar. (2) Paul Johansen's proposed type-list cannot strictly serve 
as an example for this paper. Although the two type-lists are similar, it would be 
necessary to make a few changes to bring the two into complete accord. 

Norway's political/numismatic history lends itself quite well to the logical specifi- 
cation of sub-levels. One might make distinctions based on the reign of a king, 
periods of political control by Denmark or Sweden, the pre-post-krone system, etc. 
The type-list presented here will cover all regular and commemorative coinage 
issued by the Norwegian government since 1905, the date of final independence 
from Swedish control. Please note that the list will not cover all Norwegian coinage. 
In this particular type-list, the first 900 years of Norwegian coinage are excluded. The 
period covered, on the other hand, could have been even more strictly defined. For 
example, I could have limited the type-list to the coinage of the reign of one king or 
to the brief Quisling period. However, I have chosen to cover the broad period, 1905 
to (Jate, and I will arrange the list according to denomination.

Mr. President, officers and members of the ANA, ladies 
and gentlemen: Recipients of an award usually proclaim with 
conventional modesty that they are not worthy of such recog- 
nition! I do not intend to follow this ancient and hallowed 
custom. The trouble is that I have a sneaking suspicion that 
the Association’s 50 year medid may honor my endurance 
and longevity . . . rather than any particular munismatic 
achievements.

RCP Participants Steal the Show at the Junior Awards 

Probably the most important event for active junior numismatists at the ANA 
convention is the Awards Breakfast, held this year in St. Louis early Wednesday 
morning. Thanks to YN chairwoman Florence Schook's personal public relations, a 
healthy group turned out this year to see what juniors would be honored by recogni- 
tion of their writing, exhibiting, and other forms of numismatic participation, and, as 
has become increasingly evident, RCP participants were highly represented in the 
winners. 


The Cadillac of junior awards, the 
year's Outstanding Young Numismatist, 
was delegated to a solid devotee of the 
RCP — Leonard Hecht, Holliswood, 
N.Y. Leonard was No. 37 to complete 
the basic portion of the program and 
No. 3 to complete the entire program. 
While participation in the RCP is not a 
prerequisite for winning this award, it 
does seem indicative that each of the 
last four recipients have participated in 
and utilized the Roman Coin Project to 
further stimulate theirown involvement 
in numismatics. 

Leonard gained further honors by 
being awarded The Gould Memorial 
Award for an article he submitted on 
"Susan B. Anthony — The Woman 
Commemorated on the New Dollar 
Coin"; and Simcha Kiritzky, a devoted 
young writer from Columbia, Md., (No. 


64 to earn four Roman coins) picked up 
the Ray Byrne Literary Award for an arti- 
cle previously published in COINage, 
"Steam Comes to Georgia." The ANA 
Young Numismatist Literary Award was 
presented to David J. Wnuck, 
Westboro, Mass., for a basic article on 
Investment entitled "The Common 
Sense Approach to Coin Collecting."

No. 54 to finish the Basic RCP, Ted 
Lopez of San Bernardino, Calif., had an 
exhibit which earned the 2nd place 
James L. Betton Foreign Exhibit Award. 
But at the St. Louis Convention Ted had 
an even greater claim to fame, as It was

member No. 100,000 and $500 richer in 
convention expense money from the 
ANA.

Nominations 

Nominations may be submitted by any ANA member except junior members at any 
time between October and December 10, 1979. Each member or organizational 
member Is limited to two nominations only. 

All nominations must be made on the official nominating form, available upon 
request from the Numismatic Hall of Fame Shrine, ANA Headquarters, P.O. Box 
2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 

The nominator will furnish the following Information about the candidate: name, 
last known city and state address, ANA number, other organizational affiliations if 
possible, and any known biographical data. Most important Is to provide what the 
nominator considers a comprehensive listing of the candidate's contributions to and 
achievements in the field of numismatics. 

Eligibility no longer Is confined to deceased former members of the American 
Numismatic Association. Living ANA members now also are eligible. 

Eligible for enshrinement in the Numismatic Hall of Fame are persons whose 
contributions to the field of numismatics have been of the highest excellence and 
most outstanding. The candidates may emanate from one or more of the well known 
facets of numismatics. 

The board of governors urges all nominators to consider carefully the qualifica- 
tions of their prospective candidates and name only those deemed most worthy of 
this high honor.

The following six candidates did not receive the necessary votes In the last election 
to be enshrined but did receive enough to qualify them as holdover candidates. 
Their names will be placed on the ballot of the 1980 election. No further nominations 
are necessary, but any endorsement citing accomplishments of any of these candi- 
dates will be appreciated by the Council.

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Summary of St. Louis Convention 
Board Meetings, July 28-August 3, 1979 

The two boards held their meetings in Stouffer's Riverfront Towers at various times 
starting Saturday morning and ending Thursday afternoon. Except during a few 
relatively short sessions, the meetings were open to the public and the press. The 
1977-79 (old) board meetings were presided over by president Grover Criswell, with 
vice president George Hatie and governors Virgil Hancock, Kurt Krueger, Charles 
O'Donnell, John Pittman, F. Morton Reed, Florence Schook and Adna Wilde Jr. in 
attendance. The following were present during most sessions: treasurer William 
Henderson, executive vice president Edward Rochette, legal counsel Richard Dus- 
terberg and convention coordinator Ruthann Brettell. Present at the board meeting 
on August 3 was new governor Q. David Bowers. New governor Geneva Karlson was 
not present at the convention. 


Bylaw Revisions 

While the importance and interest in 
various actions may differ from member 
to member, it was obvious that the 
board devoted considerable time to re- 
vising the bylaws, particularly relative to 
election procedures. Final wording of 
the revised bylaws has not been worked 
out in all cases, but It Is possible to state 
here the substance of the approved 
changes. 

The new procedure that was In effect 
for the current election, by which can- 
didates stood for numbered seats and 
for staggered terms of four years (after 
this election), was revoked. Primarily 
this action removed portions or all of 
Section 11-15 of Article VI of the bylaws 
as published in The Numismatist last 
February, p. 324. It further specified that 
the election procedure of 1977 and 
other recent years be reinstated except 
that those elected this year to four-year 
terms shall not have their terms re- 
duced. This action was opposed by 
Criswell, Hancock, Krueger, and 
O'Donnell. 

Related to this election procedure 
change made by the old board, the new 
board approved sending a question- 
naire to all voting members of the As- 
sociation with the notices of dues for 
1980. The questionnaire will afford 
members the means of expressing their 
views to the board on certain questions 
about election procedures. There was 
not opposition to this decision, but 
governor Karlson was absent. 

By unanimous vote, the board or- 
dered the rewording of Section 2 of Ar- 


ticle V so as to permit an elected officer 
to receive the Heath Literary Award and 
the Wayte and Olga Raymond Literary 
Award. 

Another change was deletion of the 
first sentence of Section 4 (o) of Article 
IV that provided for publication of pro- 
posed important bylaw changes prior to 
their enactment. It was felt that the 
wording was too vague. (See president 
Hatie's page In the September issue.) 
The action was opposed by Criswell, 
Hancock, Krueger and O'Donnell. 

In Section 2 (d) of Article I the words 
'"Club members" were transposed to 
read "Member clubs." Section 1 of Arti- 
cle VII was revised to read: "No person 
shall submit for publication or cause to 
be published any printed paid adver- 
tisement promoting any person's can- 
didacy In any ANA election without that 
person's consent." The change was op- 
posed by O'Donnell, Pittman, Reed and 
Schook. 

Disciplinary Actions 

In an executive session of the old 
board, a number of formal complaints 
against members were considered. 
These complaints are handled In strict 
accordance with the pertinent provi- 
sions of the bylaws. The following dis- 
ciplinary actions were by unanimous 
vote after hearing the charges. 

Member Ben L. (also known as Lee) 
Damsky, R-29012 of Philadelphia, Pa., 
was expelled from membership for fail- 
ure to return books borrowed from the 
ANA library. 

Life member Keith Fey, LM 1311, of 
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Sun Valley, Calif., was expelled from 
membership for failure to respond to 
official ANA correspondence re- 
garding alleged sale of counterfeit 
coins. 

Jane C. Goodman, member R-62875 
of Charlotte, N.C., was expelled for 
failure to answer official ANA corres- 
pondence regarding failure to complete 
a trade for coins. 

Joseph C. Snisky, LM 1448 of Nes- 
quehonlng. Pa., was expelled for failure 
to answer official ANA corre- 
spondence regarding alleged sale of 
counterfeit coins on three or more oc- 
casions, and also regarding alleged 
failure to make refunds on counterfeit 
coins sold and returned to him. 

Exhibiting 

All members who contemplate 
exhibiting at ANA conventions should 
be aware that considerable change has 
been made in the arrangement. Re- 
peating an action taken at the February 
meeting, only invitational and noncom- 
petitive exhibits will be displayed at the 
midyear conventions. 

At the annual conventions, an entirely 
new arrangement of competitive exhibit 
classes will be in effect, starting at the 
1980 convention in Cincinnati. More 
details of the new plan and rules, ap- 
proved on a two-year trial basis, will be 
available soon, but the main purposes 
are to make the divisions of competition 
more decisive and to provide a greater 
number of awards. 

There are to be six divisions with from 
two to six classes in each for a total of 
twenty-one classes. There will be one 
first award for each class (21), one for 
each division (6), one reserve best of 
show'd) and one best of show (1), 
making a total of 29 first awards. Where 
warranted, in the opinion of the chief 
judge, second and third awards will be 
made in any of the 21 classes, making a 
possible 71 total awards. 

It is hoped that the better distinction 
between classes of exhibits and the 
greater number of awards will induce 
more members to exhibit at our con- 
ventions. There has been a noticeable 
decrease in the number of exhibitors 


(but not necessarily In quality of mate- 
rial) in recent years. A questionnaire 
concerning exhibits, prepared by chief 
judge Robert F. Kriz, is to be included 
with the mailing of membership cards. 

Two new funds to cover exhibit 
awards were offered, effective in 1980, 
and accepted by the board as follows: 
the William Donlon Award, funded by 
the Professional Numismatist Guild; 
and the Melvin and Leona Kohl Award, 
funded by James L. Betton. In addition, 
approval was given to funding the 
Junior Best of Show Award by Charles 
H. Wolfe. 

Membership Related Items 

In the May issue, p. 993, the proposed 
new Life Membership Trust was out- 
lined briefly. At this meeting the docu- 
ment was approved by the board and 
signed by each governor, making the 
Trust an actuality as of July 29, 1979. It 
may be revoked only by authorization of 
the Trustee (the ANA board of gover- 
nors), plus ratification of such action by 
a majority of the life members by vote in 
a special election. The previous provi- 
sion for expiration of the Trust In 25 
years was eliminated. 

With two dissenting votes, former Mint 
Director Mary Brooks was voted a life 
membership in the Association. Upon 
being informed of this action, Mrs. 
Brooks made an equivalent $350 dona- 
tion to ANA to show her appreciation 
for the merit membership. 

Finances 

A number of actions were taken re- 
lating to miscellaneous expenditures, 
especially to certain travel by board 
members. Approval was given to paying 
the president's April request for reim- 
bursement when the telephone bills are 
accompanied by itemized receipts, but 
that no travel expenses are to be in- 
cluded for trips where a bourse table 
was involved. Future requests for reim- 
bursements must be substantiated by 
properly documented hotel bills, 
copies of airline passenger coupons and 
receipted telephone bills with a state- 
ment that phone calls were for ANA 
business. 
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Authorization for paying expenses on 
a perdiem basis must be by action of the 
board; in other cases individual ex- 
penditure in excess of $25 must be 
documented. 

Approval was given to authorizing a 
third signature on all checking and bank 
accounts as an emergency measure. 
The board approved a corporate reso- 
lution setting up a cash reserve man- 
agement account with the Colorado 
Springs office of E.F. Hutton & Com- 
pany. In effect this is a conditional 
checking account that pays a fluctuating 
rate of interest. 

A balanced operating budget for 
1979-80 (12 months) in the amount of 
$785,200 was approved, as was a corre- 
sponding ANACS budget in the amount 
of $217,100. 

Conventions, Including Bourses 

By unanimous vote, the old board 
directed that applications for bourse 
tables at conventions following the 1980 
midyear include a sworn statement that 
helpers are bona fide employees of the 
applicant and that material on the 
bourse table is the applicant's property. 

The following actions relating to con- 
ventions were by the new board and, 
unless otherwise noted, all votes were 
unanimous but with governor Karlson 
absent. 

Agreement was made to select the 
auctioneer for the 1981 conventions at 
the February 1980 meeting, and there- 
after, beginning at the August 1980 
meeting, to select the auctioneer two 
years in advance. Thus the auctioneer 
for the 1983 convention would be 
selected at the August 1981 meeting, 
and so on. It was further agreed that 
future auctioneers abide by the Official 
A.N.A. Grading Standards for United 
States Coins with whatever modifica- 
tions ANACS Is using at the time. 

Because of the limited time before the 
Albuquerque midyear convention, ap- 
proval was given to accepting tenders 
for holdingthe auction upto September 
30, and that a selection be made on the 
recommendation of the executive vice 
president subject to agreement by five 


or more board members in a confer- 
ence phone call. 

Approval was given for either presi- 
dent Hatie or governor Criswell to con- 
tact the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing and request it to supply a souvenir 
sheet of the back of the $5 silver certifi- 
cate of 1896 for the Albuquerque show. 
This would complete the series of such 
sheets started by the Bureau for ANA in 
1971. Approval was given also to 
negotiate with the American Bank Note 
Company to produce a suitable sheet 
for the Cincinnati convention. 

In executive session, the auction for 
the 1980 Cincinnati convention was 
awarded to Steve Ivy Numismatic Auc- 
tions, Inc., on the basis of its proposal 
dated July 31, 1979, to the board. 

In open meeting, approval was given 
for the PNG to hold its usual bourse, 
open to Its members and to holders of 
Invitations issued by them, in connec- 
tion with the 1980 Cincinnati conven- 
tion. Governors Criswell, Krueger and 
O'Donnell abstained from voting on 
this matter. 

Further relating to the Cincinnati 
convention, the price of bourse tables 
was set at $600 per regular table (limit of 
three per dealer) including up to five 
badge registrations and photo I.D. reg- 
istrations, plus two banquet tickets, 
with an additional charge of $250 for 
each wall table requested. It was further 
agreed that an explanation of the star 
system of bourse table selection is to be 
sent with each application form. 

The executive vice president and the 
convention coordinator were author- 
ized to select general chairmen for the 

1981 conventions in Hawaii and New 
Orleans. Thereafter the local commit- 
tees are to recommend general chair- 
men to the board. The New Orleans 
Hilton Hotel was chosen as the head- 
quarters for the 1981 convention. 

Contingent upon housing and space 
arrangements being obtainable to the 
satisfaction of the board, Colorado 
Springs was selected as the site of the 

1982 midyear convention. 

The board commended New England 
Rare Coin Auctions for the fine manner 
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in which it conducted the auction at this 
year's 88th anniversary convention. 
Miscellaneous 

Although the items under this head- 
ing pertain to various activities and 
subjects, some of them are of consider- 
able import to members. All members 
who are interested in the status, opera- 
tion and well-being of the Association 
should read the board meeting reports 
thoroughly and give the elected officers 
the benefit of their reactions. 

Authorization was given to head- 
quarters to expend up to $15,000 for in- 
vestigation of and setting up a program 
to get library records on a computer 
system and a computer retrieval system 
for use In ANACS. 

The board voted Its thanks to editor 
Nell Harris and his staff and to R.R. 
Donnelly & Sons Co. (printer of The 
Numismatist) for the survey/question- 
naire concerning The Numismatist , 
completed in June this year. It left to his 
judgement the extent of details that 
should be published. A comprehensive 
summary was included in the "Publica- 
tions" annual report published in the 
September Issue, page 1954. Copies of 
the survey were supplied to members of 
the board. 

Because of the problem of getting the 
annual report of the C.P.A. audit com- 


pleted following the end of the fiscal 
year in time for publication of the an- 
nual officers' report, the fiscal year end 
was advanced to March 31. This has the 
added advantage of being able to divide 
the fiscal year Into quarters corre- 
sponding to quarters of the calendar 
year. As a consequence of this action, 
the current (1979-80) fiscal year will in- 
clude only ten months. 

The old board voted approval of gov- 
ernor Wilde receiving the Wayte and 
Olga Raymond Memorial Award for his 
article "Lesher Referendum Medals: 
Where Are They Today?" in the Feb- 
ruary 1978 issue of The Numismatist. 
Obviously, governor Wilde abstained 
from voting on this motion. 

President Criswell and governor 
O'Donnell negotiated with the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company to print a 
souvenir sheet, featuring a Civil War 
period $10 note of the Exchange Bank of 
St. Louis, for distribution at the conven- 
tion. The board voted to take over the 
project from the two officers and to 
credit any profit over the $12,600 print- 
ing cost to the building fund. (See the 
Item elsewhere in this issue on the 
availability of this sheet). 

All persons serving currently In the 
positions listed in Article IV, Section 
4(g) of the bylaws were reappointed.

St. Louis World's Fair Official Medals 



In our column in the July 1977, The Numismatist , we pictured for the first time 
three of the official award medals for the Philippine Exhibit at the 1904 St. Louis 
World's Fair. At the time, we noted that all of the Philippine Exhibit medals were rare; 
now we have confirmation of that fact in the form of U.S. Mint mintage figures 
provided us by that indefatigable researcher, Robert Julian. In addition. Bob has 
discovered the mintage figures for the regular issue award medals. 

The only difference between the regular Issue award medals and Philippine award 
medals is the inscription changes on the cartouche or panel on the reverse of each 
medal. The round medal, not pictured here, has no outer shape beyond the round 
inner design. 

In the following chart, reference is made to each medal by Eglit (LPE) and 
Krueger (K) number.

The Krueger reference is to Meet Me 
in St. Louie, The Exonumia of the 1904 
World's Fair by ANA governor Kurt R. 
Krueger. This 88 page softback refer- 
ence work is well worth its modest $10 
price. In addition to the expected ex- 
tensive listing of medals and tokens, 
there are'comprehensive listings of cel- 
luloid pocket mirrors, celluloid pinback 
buttons, watch fobs, stickpins, badges 
and ribbons. Each Item is pictured and 
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priced. I would caution collectors to 
exercise some caution in relying upon 
the price guides as I personally feel that 
Kurt has been somewhat optimistic in 
that regard. 

The publication of the Krueger 
catalogue was timed to coincide with 
the ANA convention In St. Louis. The 
problems associated with getting it out 
in time for the convention resulted in 
the unfortunate omission of a number 



of items previously described by Nathan 
Eglit but not contained in the Krueger 
collection. For this reason, although 
Eglifs reference has been substantially 
expanded, it has not been entirely 
superceded. There are other problems. 


such as the lack of a cross-reference to 
Eglit and the lack of an Index. However, 
these are minor and should not deter 
anyone from obtaining the book. Meet 
Me in St. Louis is a long-needed updat- 
ing of collectibles from the Fair. — H.J.L.

The special souvenirsheets, which depict a $10 note of the Exchange Bank of St. Louis Issued 
during the Civil War and were distributed at the ANA convention in St. Louis, are now being 
made available at post-convention prices. 

The entire 10.65" X 8.5" sheet, including the reproduced $10 note, was printed by the intaglio 
process generally used for printing paper money and other security paper. The original notes 
were printed for the bank by the American Bank Note Company which printed the souvenir 
sheets also. In addition to the actual note, the sheet shows significant dates in the bank's history 
and the three addresses of Its location between 1858 and 1879. 

Besides ornate lettering, the note depicts two vignettes of women and a portrait of Thomas 
Jefferson. The vignette of a seated woman holding a sickle and a sunbonnet carries a registra- 
tion statement, corresponding to today's copyright. It records that the engraving was made in 
1857 by Baldwin, Bald and Cousland, predecessor to one of the seven firms that merged in 1858 
to form ABNCo. 5hown also is the woman's name, "KATE." 

The sheets, each in a plain white envelope, sold at the convention for $2.00, cash and carry.

Library Receives Ekiund Catalogs 

While the ANA St. Louis convention 
has begun to fade into history, your 
library continues to benefit from the 
stimulating ideas and donations re- 
ceived there.

uscripts in this series, the ANA library 
staff would appreciate knowing more 
about this Interesting series. An in- 
teresting side note is that two of the vol- 
umes have notes from Ekiund that he 
wanted the manuscripts burned fol- 
lowing his death. 

In addition to these catalogs, the do- 
nation included the typewritten manu- 
script of Ekiund's book on German war 
tokens and two of his coin accession 
books. The value of this donation Is 
historical as well as monetary. As one 
examines the pages and pages of neatly 
written entries, one becomes aware of 
the dedication and love this man had 
toward his chosen field of numismatics. 
This is a significant donation and the 
ANA and especially the library staff are 
honored that Mr. Johnson has en- 
trusted the safekeeping of these docu- 
ments to our organization. 

Another beautiful contribution was a 
book from ANA member Dott. Giacomo 
Barnao of Genoa, Italy. Entitled La 
Moneta Italiana un secolo dal 1870, it 
contains 558 pages of text and magnifi- 
cent color illustrations of both Italian 
coins and paper money issued from 
1870 to 1970. The book was published in 
1971 by the Banca Popolare di Novara. 
This splendid publication will be added 
to the ANA library's rare book collection 
and will be available for research to 
anyone visiting the headquarters 
building in Colorado Springs. Our 
profound thanks to Dott. Barnao for this 
contribution.

News from headquarters of developments during 1978-79 include the fact that the grading 
service, after several years of planning and organization, is now operational. Other good news is 
that Betty Higby, former Superintendent of the Denver Mint, has been associated with the ANA 
for the past year as Director of Grants and Endowments. We were sorry to lose our first 
headquarters librarian, Genie Karlson, who retired last October. Her eleven years of service and 
dedication enabled thousands of researchers and hobbyists throughout the world to make use of 
our library. 

My project for last year was to compile “Personal Data Sheets ' on approximately 300 people 
who are prominent in the numismatic field. Unfortunately, a fire at my store and office 
destroyed the forms and related material. I'll resume the project after the St. Louis convention. 

Six prominent men were inducted into the Numismatic Hall of Fame this past year: F.C.C. 
Boyd, Victor D. Brenner, David M. Bullowa, Lee F. Hewitt, J. Henri Ripstra and Richard S. 
Yeoman. Hewitt and Yeoman are the first living persons to be inducted into the Hall. 

We have received numerous donations of historical material relating to early ANA years. 
However, we still need pre-1930 annual convention photographs, candid shots of activities, and 
programs. Official correspondence for this period is needed also in order to compile a better 
year-to-year record of our history and development. 

As we enter the decade of our centennial anniversary, we continue to lose many friends and 
devoted members. It isn't possible to list the names of all who have passed on during the year. 
We do, however, owe our departed members a debt of gratitude for their faith in the ANA, for 
sticking with us year after year, and for helping our organization grow, develop, and improve.

Legislative Counsel 

This has been a busy year for the office of ANA Legislative Counsel, a position established by 
the board of governors at its February 1978 meeting. Though undefined by the Association's 
bylaws, the functions of the legislative counsel, as they have developed, include the 
responsibility of examining legislation pending before the United States Senate and House of 
Representatives, as well as pertinent legislation before various state legislatures, where the 
proposed laws or rules would have impact on the ANA, its members, or coin collectors as a 
whole. 

Additionally, the legislative counsel has made available to members of the Senate and House, 
together with their staffs, and to municipal legislators and their aides, any expertise requested 
relative to the drafting of proposed legislation which would affect the coin hobby. 

In the course of the last year, one major bill that was enthusiastically backed by the ANA was 
enacted by Congress and signed into law by President Carter. The American Arts Gold 
Medallion Act of 1978, whose text provides for issuance of one-ounce and half-ounce gold 
medallions over a period of five years, was worked upon with legislative staffers while still in its 
draft state. 

Hearings were held on the proposal last August at the time that the Association was in the 
middle of its convention at Houston, and the legislative counsel and ANA chief executive were 
summoned to Washington to testify on behalf of the proposed legislation. Despite the opposition 
of the Treasury Department and some economic consultants, it was probably as a result of the 
hearings and the hard work of individual members of the Senate and House that the proposal 
was ultimately signed into law. 

During the hearings, an additional function of the legislative counsel surfaced. In the course of 
the examination, a question was raised as to the collection of sales tax on the sale of 
Krugerrands and other legal tender pieces. At the request of the committee, the ANA legislative 
counsel subsequently furnished a listing of the complete requirements in each of the 50 states 
relative to the collection of this sales tax. A complete record of the hearing as transcribed and 
printed by the Committee on Banking, Finance and Urban Affairs, is now in the ANA library 
for member use. 
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Relative to private gold ownership, the legislative counsel has also been requested to research 
the issue of any restrictions that remain in effect today, and, sometime in the 96th Congress, 
some of the fruit of these discussions could well become law in the form of new changes, 
possibly even a gold coin. 

One of the disappointments that 1979 brought was the dissolution of the Subcommittee on 
Historic Preservation and Coinage of the House Committee on Banking, Finance and Housing. 
The subcommittee, created four years ago, had handled nearly all of the coinage legislation that 
flooded through Congress in the past several years, but, because of budgetary pressures and a 
feeling that a consolidation would work more effectively, the 96th Congress gave coinage 
matters back to the Consumer Affairs Subcommittee, from whence it came in the 93rd Congress. 

If this was disappointing, the number of important pieces of legislation which the ANA was 
involved with during the last term of Congress (much of which is effective only this year) is 
exciting. Aside from the gold medallion legislation, the ANA was involved in the Susan B. 
Anthony mini-dollar hearings conducted last year, offering input relative to the many 
considerations Examined by both the House and Senate committees. 

Additionally, the Carson City silver dollar disposal idea, first considered in 1978 and enacted 
earlier this year, contains an important amendment developed by the legislative counsel in order 
to assure prompt, efficient, and effective dissolution of the last remaining hoard of government 
silver dollars. The amendment simply permitted immediate sale, rather than requiring that all 
coins be sold twice — important because of the numerous mint varieties and errors contained in 
the hoard. Sales are expected later this year. 

With regard to commemorative coin programs, both President Criswell and the legislative 
counsel, on several occasions, spoke to key members of Congress and their aides in order to 
impress upon them both the desirability of issuing commemorative coins and also to suggest 
some thematic areas which are ripe for consideration. 

In terms of new legislation, one of the most interesting pieces developed by the legislative 
counsel is a proposal to require jhe U.S. Mint to turn over two pieces of all pattern, trial strike, 
and experimental issues produced to The Smithsonian Institution in Washington for inclusion in 
the national coin cabinet. The legislative proposal, introduced as the "Historic Coin Preservation 
Act" (S. 682) by Senator James A. McClure on March 15, 1979, would also permit the Treasury 
Secretary to allocate to educational, non-profit institutions with museums (such as the ANA) 
similar specimens for display and study purposes. 

To summarize, the office of ANA legislative counsel seems to have filled a sorely needed link 
in the chain of communication between the collecting membership of the ANA and the members 
of legislature who are concerned with the numismatic interests of their constituents. The 
legislative counsel can make known the wants of ANA members in a legal manner most 
receptive to Congressional representatives and can also serve the government as an expert 
numismatic consultant. The long-range effect of this position might differ depending on who 
serves in it, but I truly hope to see the ANA reap many rewards from my efforts.

We have supported the gold 
medallions issuance and commemorative coins, and it is hoped that the Association will go on 
record at this August 1979 meeting as supporting a United States gold bullion coin. 

While the Subcommittee on Historic Preservation and Coinage was disbanded during this 
session of Congress, we still have a good working relationship with those who were members of 
it and with several members presently on the Banking and Ways and Means Committees. Our 
close cooperation with the Bureau of the Mint has continued. A detailed report has been 
submitted by our legislative counsel.

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Awards 


Recommendations for recipients of this year's Medal of Merit and Farran Zerbe Awards were 
offered to the board of governors by a committee of outstanding numismatists from all parts of 
our nation. In order to avoid possible embarrassment, their names will be omitted from this 
report, but sincere thanks and appreciation are extended to those participating. Taking these 
recommendations into serious consideration, the board made its final decisions. 

Recommendations were also presented to the board by Florence Schook, governor and YN 
committee chairman, from the YN committee for the recipient of the year's Outstanding Young 
Numismatist, which the board then acted on. Decisions concerning other YN awards, excluding 
exhibit awards, fell under the jurisdiction of the YN committee. 

Editor N. Neil Harris came to my aid in assembling qualified groups to serve as committees 
for the Health Literary Awards, the Wayte and Olga Raymond Memorial Award, and the 
Numismatic Art Award for Excellence in Medallic Sculpture. 

Margo Russell, editor of Coin World, and Ken Bressett, author and researcher with Western 
Publishing Co., together with The Numismatist editor N. Neil Harris, associate editor Pat Black, 
and former editor Glenn Smedley, reviewed articles published over the year before rating their 
choices for the Heath Literary Awards. These ratings were then combined and the results of the 
final tabulation were published in the June issue of The Numismatist. It wasn't until the results 
had been published that it was brought to our attention that we had overlooked Section 2, 
Article V of the ANA bylaws which states that a board member is not eligible during his term of 
office to receive any meritorious award given by the ANA, thus making Adna Wilde, Jr. 
ineligible to receive the First Award that he had been chosen for. Following this revelation, Mr. 
Wilde's article was taken out of the running and the final tabulation and results were adjusted 
accordingly. A correct listing is published under Awards in the convention program and will be 
published in The Numismatist at a later date. 

This same committee rated their choices for the Wayte and Olga Raymond Memorial Award 
for Distinguished Literary Achievement in U.S. Numismatics. Sponsored by John Ford and first 
received by Gerome Walton at last year's convention, this award will be presented at the St. 
Louis convention awards program. 

While as a sculptor in his own right, Neil might have included his own vote as a member of 
the committee for the Numismatic Art Award for Excellence in Medallic Sculpture, 
recommendations for this award already heavily favored one particular artist renowned in the 
field. Thanks are extended to Carol Cipot of The Medallic Art Co.; William F. Krieg of The 
Franklin Mint; William T. Louth, formerly of The Medallic Art Co.; and Claire A. Stein, 
executive director of the National Sculpture Society. 

Outstanding Club Publications Award participants were also judged by the past and present 
editorial personnel at ANA headquarters. Editor N. Neil Harris, associate editor Pat Black, 
advertising coordinator Terri Bakken/Carter, who largely edits the ANA Club Bulletin, and 
former editors Edward C. Rochette and Glenn B. Smedley, each rated the seven regional entries 
and nine local entries for content, composition and general readership appeal. Criticisms, 
compliments, and comments of the judges will later be sent to each publication for their use. 
Nominations for Outstanding Club Representative were submitted to the executive vice president 
and this award will also be presented at this year's Club Representatives Breakfast. 

The committee which reviewed potential recipients for the Great Lady of the ANA Award, 
established in 1978 in memory of Faye Rochette, feels that this year's choice, to be announced at 
the convention banquet, will meet with the unanimous approval of the membership. 

The awards chairman would like to extend his sincere appreciation to all those who aided in 
this pleasant task of recognizing those who give their best for the enrichment of the entire 
numismatic community.

Education 

The current education committee chairman was appointed during the board meeting at the 
Houston convention. The main objective and specific duties of the committee, as spelled out 
by President Criswell, were to study and formulate a solution to the "long standing" problem 
of poor quality slides in the ANA slide programs. 
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Toward this end, the committee submitted to the board, at its February 1979 meeting, a 
viable plan to upgrade the quality of the slides. The major points of this plan and the 
recommended solutions are as follows: 

1. Improve the technical quality of the slide sets. Establish photographic facilities and 
suitable expertise at ANA headquarters so that slides can be made of subject material 
submitted for that purpose. This measure would insure the use of consistent type and 
quality of photographic materials. 

2. Establish a truly inviolate library set of master slides. Establish criteria whereby all ANA 
original slide sets are taken on a negative color type film strip, such as Eastman 
Kodak type 5247. Positive slide sets for circulation to the members could then be made 
from the master negative strips. 

3. Initiate consistent methods of maintenance of existing and future educational photo 
material. Standardize methods and practices for maintenance of the slide sets and 
other photographic material. The actual maintenance should be performed 

by the ANA photographer. 

4. Point out the advantages of this proposal to the membership. The following are 
advantages to both the membership and the Association: 

a. Security would be provided for all numismatic material while at the ANA to be 
photographed for inclusion in the slide sets, or for an individual for his private use. 

b. Material could be submitted to make slide sets of local subjects that would appeal 
mostly to certain groups. 

c. Anonymity for the person submitting material for slides, as well as protection from 
possible unscrupulous local photographers and/or processors, could be assured. 

d. Slides could serve as a photo record for insurance purposes. 

e. Damaged or lost sets or single slides could be replaced easily. 

f. Individual ANA members would not need to invest in expensive camera equipment. 

g. Slide sets could be made to order at nominal cost for an individual, dealer, or club. 

h. Researchers could send material for slides. They could then continue even if the 
subject material was no longer in their possession. 

i. Master slides would always be added to an expanding ANA slide library and stay in the 
possession of ANA. 

j. This service to members could eventually pay for itself and, because of the service 
rendered, an increase in membership might result. 

Any member who has any thoughts on this proposal, whether they are positive or negative, 
should feel free to write to the education committee at the Colorado Springs headquarters.

Exhibit Judging 

This is a summary report of the exhibit judging during the 87th ANA anniversary convention 
in Houston, Texas, August 1978. A complete report of exhibits and winners by the 17 classes, 
for both seniors and juniors, was published in the November 1978 issue of The Numismatist, pp. 
2293 and 2300. In the 17 classes of competitive exhibits, there were 85 senior exhibitors and 9 
juniors, using a total of 247 and 20 cases respectively. There were 51 active judges, with two in 
reserve. Five members who had agreed to act as judges failed to appear; two were recruited from 
the floor. Staff support was furnished by one full-time, hard-working person (my wife) and three 
others were important to the operation at the peak pressure times. 

The initial judging was completed by 5 p.m. Wednesday, August 23, and the completed rating 
sheets were ready for return to the exhibitors by opening time the next morning. Of the ten 
requests for review, the committee denied four, granted three in part, and three in full. Best-of- 
show judging was done late Thursday and Friday morning. 

My personal thanks go to the exhibit judges for their fine work and cooperation. I hope our 
paths cross again.

The activities of the ANA finance committee include participating in the preparation of 
budgets and the solicitation of gifts and bequests for all ANA activities. In the 1978-79 fiscal 
year many donations, both of cash and numismatic material, were made to the ANA and were 
listed each month in The Numismatist. Gifts to various ANA funds — Museum, Library, 
Certification, General, Young Numismatists, Rewards, Endowment, Library Acquisition, 
Scholarships, and Grading Service — totaled $106,279 cash and $164,641 in material (donor 
value). In the previous fiscal year, the comparable figures were $63,607 cash and $154,712 in 
material.

The ANA, as an educational, 
nonprofit organization, depends on such support of its members and friends to keep its many 
programs active and successful. 

The ANA op>erated under a balanced budget during the fiscal year 1978-79 as it did in the 
previous year. All monies in the life membership fund and other funds are still prudently 
invested at a satisfactory rate of return. Thanks are extended to all members of the ANA staff, 
especially Ruthann Brettell, Donna Perrien, and William C. Henderson for their efforts in 
helping maintain the ANA in a vigorously progressive financial position.

Museum 

In the past year, the museum has added several new displays of numismatic material to its 
collections. However, as with any museum, only a small portion of what is owned is on exhibit 
at one time. By rotating its exhibits, the museum makes it possible for the collector to see new 
displays on each visit. There are now six galleries open to the visitor from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
weekdays and on Saturdays by prior arrangement. 

Through the generosity of the United States Mint, the largest museum holding is on exhibit in 
the entrance hallway of the headquarters building. It is a 10,000 troy ounce beam balance made 
by the U.S. Denver Mint between 1902 and 1910. 

The smallest new donation is a 1792 half disme donated by an anonymous collector. Students 
visiting the ANA headquarters may now see this rare numismatic item, seldom available outside 
of major museums. In-between sizes are new ancient coins and a collection of Connecticut cents, 
to mention only a few. 

To guard against loss of the information, all accession records have been microfilmed and 
stored in a bank vault. 

Kenneth Hallenbeck, acting curator, is to be congratulated for the exhibits prepared, and his 
assistant, Pedro Collazo, has been of very great help in behind the scenes work in our museum.

Grading Program 

The A.N.A. Grading Standards for United States Coins was well received, although a number 
of dealers have some reservations. The hiring of Tom DeLorey to supervise the grading service 
has proved to be a good move. Assisted by Ed Fleischmann and John Hunter, Tom has been 
doing a good job. I was personally apprehensive that the service was started a bit prematurely, 
but events have shown that the staff, assisted by a group of loyal and qualified experts, has been 
functioning efficiently. 
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The urgent need for this service remains. To a great extent, my own professional activities 
involve grading, and I have found that certain dealers either do not know how to grade coins 
properly or are over-grading intentionally. The ANA must find a way to control this situation. I 
realize that we have a problem here, however. Some members are afraid that the ANA will 
subject itself to lawsuits because of its new grading service. Others find the disclaimer on the 
certificate of authenticity objectionable. There was even one outspoken ANA member who first 
voiced concern over possible lawsuits if the certificate did not include a disclaimer and now 
states that our disclaimer makes our service valueless. 

The ANA is a large, strong, and vibrant organization. We owe our more than 30,000 
members protection against over-grading. We have established a grading guide which can work. 

1 see coins every day which, if the grader looked at the grading guide, would not be graded so 
highly. No book will help if it remains on the shelf, however. It is up to us to see that the 
standards are observed. It is up to the board of governors to make this work. Thus far I see no 
effort in that direction, and I call upon the new board to get off the dime, attack this problem 
with gusto, set up the rules, and see to it that they are observed. The members of the ANA 
deserve no less.

Bylaws 

Bylaw amendments adopted at the August 1978 and February 1979 board meetings are, in 
essence, as follows: 

1. The requirement that bylaw amendments must first be submitted to the bylaws committee 
for its recommendations to the board was rescinded. 

2. The bylaws provide that any amendment thereto that would affect the structure of the 
board of governors or the basic operation of the Association shall be published with 
reasons therefor at least twice in The Numismatist prior to the adoption of such 
amendment. A requirement that such amendment may be published only with board 
approval was rescinded and in lieu thereof a provision was adopted whereby such 
publication may be made at the direction of three board members. 

3. The bylaw provisions relating to the selection of numbered seats by candidates for 
governor in ANA elections were amended to require that incumbent members of the 
board of governors designate their seat selections in the order of their seniority prior to 
the selection of seats by nonincumbent candidates. Other clarifying amendments of the 
election procedure provisions were made. 

4. The bylaws were amended to provide that any vacancy on the board of governors shall 
be filled by the candidate who failed by the least number of votes to be elected to a 
numbered governorship in the most recent election, with any subsequent vacancy to be in 
turn filled by the candidate who failed to be so elected by the next least number of votes. 

5. The board rescinded the bylaw provision that no board member shall be eligible for an 
ANA bourse table and substituted a provision to the effect that any board member 

who is awarded a bourse table for an ANA convention shall receive no travel or per diem 
reimbursement for attending such convention and shall attend all Association board 
meetings and other Association functions during such convention. 

6. There was added to the bylaws a section providing for the recall from office of any 
governor elected for a four-year term, proceedings for such recall to be by petitions 
signed by a number of members of the Association equivalent to twenty percent (20%) 
of the number voting at the immediately preceding election, to be followed by the 
executive vice president placing on the ballot for the election year in which such petitions 
are submitted the question as to whether said governor should be removed from office. 

Comments from the members with respect to the foregoing amendments and suggestions for 
additional modifications will be appreciated and duly considered.

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Membership 

As this report is being penned, the ANA is entering into a membership recruiting period that 
gives early indications of success. Promotions within several commercial numismatic 
publications seem to have been helpful in increasing new member applications to nearly 400 in 
two successive recent months. This is the most encouraging sign we have seen in the past two 
years. 

Much concern has been expressed over the fact that the rosters of many organized numismatic 
groups have dwindled somewhat over the past several years. The membership rolls of the ANA 
have suffered moderately because of this trend. It remains a fact, however, that we are upon 
solid ground and apparently have managed to arrest this course. 

The backbone behind enlarging the rolls of any organization is its membership. The ANA is 
fortunate to have many members who actively seek new members for the organization. Still, if a 
more concentrated effort were made by the membership, our position could be improved 
greatly. 

Several participants in the ANA "Representative Program " deserve special mention for their 
signal efforts in new member recruitment. Those who have been especially active include Fred 
Schwan, Richard Hartzog, Mary Leeuw, Bill Wisslead, Steve Taylor, Bill Horton, and Colman 
Ezkovich. 

The dealer community has again, during the past year, recruited a substantial number of new 
members through its promotional mailings. Those who have been especially helpful include New 
England Rare Coin Galleries, Steve Ivy Rare Coin Co., Carson City Associates, Joe Flynn Rare 
Coins, Robert L. Hughes Enterprises, and Bower & Ruddy Galleries. Of particular note is the 
fact that the graphics staff of Steve Ivy Rare Coin Co. again designed and prepared camera- 
ready copy for several ANA promotional notices. 

Another worthwhile project was conceived by Fred Schwan. This entailed an exchange of 
advertising space between the American Philatelic Society and the ANA in several issues of their 
publications. 

Donn Pearlman, a CBS radio announcer in Chicago, wrote several 60, 30, and 10 second 
public service announcements and provided suggestions on how to distribute tapes of them to 
the top five radio stations in the top 25 markets in the United States. This project was carried 
out during National Coin Week. 

The commercial numismatic press has, in the past year, been very helpful in publicizing the 
various programs and projects of the ANA that appeal to potential new members. The ANA 
certainly owes a debt of gratitude to Amos Press, Behn-Miller Publications, Krause Publications, 
and U.S. Coin Exchange for their endeavors on our behalf. Of particular note is the generous 
discount provided by Krause Publications for running membership promotions in its several 
periodicals. 

From my desk, the Association appears to be quite healthy with regard to a solid membership 
base. I am optimistic that the approximately 30,000 membership roll that we have averaged for 
several years will begin to increase.

Rewards and Professional Membership 

It may not be known generally, but the ANA has a fund set up out of which are paid rewards 
to good citizens who supply essential information leading to the arrest and conviction of persons 
involved in robberies, holdups, burglaries, and murder in the course of a robbery. 

Two cases currently are awaiting appeals. The persons entitled to rewards have been informed 
that, if after appeal the defendant still is found guilty, the ANA shall pay a reward to the 
individual (other than the victim or a member of the victim's family or employees) responsible 
for the arrest and conviction of the accused. In the past the ANA has paid the maximum reward 
of $5,000 for information leading to the arrest and conviction of persons found guilty of a 
capital offense. 
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As to the ANA/Accredited Professional Numismatist (APN) classification; ANA has never 
had a membership classification for companies, nor for partnerships, nor for "dba ' names under 
which some dealers operate. 

Last January 1 asked ANA Governor Chuck O'Donnell (in charge of ANA dealer relations) 
and Dave Bowers (president of PNG) for their help in working out the details of the proposed 
new membership classification. Chuck probably knows every coin dealer in the land. Dave is 
retiring as president and director of the PNG, and thus should have the time to participate in 
this long-needed development within ANA. 

You see here the proposed insignia (supplied in three sizes) that are to be 
loaned to each ANA/APN member (for use in advertisements and publicity) 
for a period of three years, at which time the APN member will come up 
. I ^^view for renewal, and for each three years thereafter. The insignia or 

I APim / logotype will carry the individual ANA/APN member's membership 
' number in small numerals. 

ANA/APN membership will be open to corporations, partnerships, and 
to individuals engaged in selling and buying coins. Such applicants must 
meet the high standards of honesty, of knowledge in the applicant's field or fields of 
numismatics, and of financial responsibility. Tentatively, the APN membership fee will be no 
less than $125 a year. 

As has been the case in each of the several reforms I've advocated for ANA, and which 
eventually were adopted and put into effect, static already is being heard in opposition to there 
being an ANA/APN with stiff standards. (You'll remember the crying towel alarms, "ANACS 
will ruin the coin business!" And the same threats and alarms by mainly the same voices were 
heard when the Official A.N.A. Grading Standards for United States Coins was being put 
together for the printer.) 

ANA/APN membership is not to be in competition with PNG nor RCDA, nor with any other 
dealer organization. So, please, form no opinion until you've seen how well ANA/APN will 
work. Thanks for listening!

Young Numismatists 

During the past year, the enthusiastic response to the ANA's Young Numismatists program 
from many areas has broadened the scope of the program tremendously. Many convention 
officials and ANA clubs have either instituted YN programs or have asked for guidance in this 
respect, and many programs are in the planning stages at present. Importantly, the educational 
seminars /workshops and youth-oriented features not only were incorporated into the St. Louis 
convention program, but more are being planned for future conventions. 

The ANA Young Numismatist Awards Program was expanded through the addition of the 
perpetual funding by Charles E. Wolfe of the ANA Class C Exhibit Award (the YN Best of 
Show) and the addition of another category — Ancient & Medieval Numismatic Material — also 
funded by Charles E. Wolfe. 

Young Numismatists are encouraged to submit their literary efforts to The Numismatist. Coin 
World. Numismatic News, and any other numismatic medium in order to be able to take full 
advantage of the many opportunities that exist. At the same time, they put themselves into 
position to vie for the several funded awards provided for in the ANA Young Numismatists 
Awards Program. 

The ANA Summer Seminar Scholarship Program remains at the top of the YN's list in 
popularity. Each $500 scholarship provides airfare to and from Colorado Springs, tuition, room 
and board, field trips, and whatever else can be crammed into an already jam-packed week of 
activity. I am happy to report that eleven scholarships were awarded this year based upon direct 
achievement application and were funded by Coin World. Numismatic News. Florida United 
Numismatists, The National Capital Optimists Club, Numismatics Ltd. of California, the Token 
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and Medal Society, Gordon Wrubel, PAK — The Full Step Jefferson Nickel Club (sponsor of the 
Dr. Lyndon S. King Scholarship Award), Professional Numismatists Guild, Long Island Coin 
Club, and the ANA Scholarship Trust Fund. As funds are received to swell the ANA 
Scholarship Trust Fund, the accrued interest will be used to expand the number of scholarships 
in ensuing years. This is the second consecutive year the fund has been able to award a 
scholarship since its inception in March 1974. Anyone wishing to provide a future scholarship 
may write to YN Scholarship, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. These scholarship 
donations are most welcome and are earmarked for the Scholarship Trust Fund. 

YN interest and participation continues in the ever-popular Roman Coin Project, fully 
administered and funded by David Cervin. Since this program works so very effectively with 
several other ANA youth programs, plans are being made to offer more opportunities along the 
same vein to the YN segment of the ANA by instituting paper money and U.S. coin categories. 

The Young Numismatist Correspondence Course (YNCC) continues, as always one of the 
most successful and productive programs since its inception in 1973. The YNCC, available to all 
collectors, saw enrollments of over 2,000 processed through some 50 administrators. The YNCC 
is still in need of administrators, and any ANA member interested may write for further details. 

While on the subject, special accolades are given to all the administrators that have served the 
ANA in this capacity throughout the years. My heartfelt thanks to Joe Lowande of New Jersey, 
N.R. Mack of South Carolina, and Michael Whelan of New York for outstanding service, over 
and above the call of duty, to the YNCC Program. Many of these dedicated individuals are now 
serving on the Intermediate Numismatic Correspondence Course, and the three cited above 
continue almost singlehandedly on the YNCC. 

Recruiting of good Young Numismatist representatives and adult advisors is a continuing 
project. Our gratitude is extended to the numismatic press in publicizing the ANA programs that 
are held in conjunction with conventions, coin shows, and meetings throughout the year. 
Without this coverage, the efforts of these representatives and advisors would not come to light. 
If you wish to volunteer as a YN representative or adult advisor, young or old, please request 
information on how you may serve ANA in this respect. 

Many individuals and organizations have assisted materially in the development of our 
youthful members, including those who fund the annual participation, literary, and exhibit 
awards; they deserve all the recognition that can be given for their support and generosity.

The coins are identified by peel-off stickers which are placed in recessed date slots below the openings. 
Thus, the collector can place his coins. in the album in any way he wishes and still maintain proper 
identification.
